The 74th Annual Convention 


For the first time in its 74-year his- 
tory The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America is holding its Annual Con- 
vention in the Cornhusker State, at 
Omaha, Nebraska, the “crossroads of 
the nation” and the 40th United 
States city in size. 

Although not among the largest 
states in Holstein population, Nebras- 
ka is an excellent example of the rap- 
idly expanding dairy industry in the 
middle west, with the enthusiasm and 
energy of its Holstein breeders provid- 
ing the impetus for further growth. 
W. Eugene Flynn is president of the 
state organization and Robert John- 
son, secretary. 

There are five county or regional 
clubs in the state with a 1958 mem- 
bership of 111. Total Nebraska mem- 
bership in ‘The Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America is 435, with 104 
of these listed as “active members” in 
1958. Convention plans described else- 
where in this issue show convincing 
proof that the Nebraska Holstein 
breeders, regardless of numbers, are 
more than capable when it comes to 
getting things done. 

By eastérn standards at least, Ne- 
braska history is comparatively recent 
and Nebraskans themselves feel a 
strong link with the pioneer days 
whose exploitation is so popular to- 
day on numerous television programs. 
Nebraska was admitted as a state in 
1867, only some forty years following 
the founding of the first permanent 
settlement in the territory. Monu- 
ments commemorating the days of the 
pioneers are numerous and _ visitors, 
particularly those coming from 
farther west, will observe landmarks 
as prominent now as at the time of 
the covered wagon trains. 
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Although the rugged spirit of early 
America still prevails, conventioneers 
in Omaha will find that everything 
for their comfort and convenience has

By-Law Amendments: On author- 
ization of the Board of Directors the 
Executive Secretary offers several 
amendments to the By-Laws of the 
Association.

tions now obsolete. However there are 
a few proposed changes or additions 
applying to situations either not now 
covered or only partially covered in 
the By-Laws, or to make certain other 
changes the Board deems necessary 
Membership 

Sections 1 through 8 of Article I, 
relating to membership in the Asso 
ciation, are reworded and rearranged 
but actual changes are few. 

One change concerns Honorary 
Membership which at present allows 
State Experiment Stations and State 
and National Agricultural Colleges 
and Departments of Agriculture to 
become honorary members with the 
privilege of registry at member's fees, 
but without voting privileges. The 
proposed change omits any reference 
to honorary members and in its place 
makes such institutions eligible for a 
10-year limited membership upon pay- 
ment of the $25 fee. 

We are not aware of the necessity 
for this change as in the past the 
honorary membership for these par- 
ticular institutions has seemed _ to 
come under the heading of good pub 
lic relations. We assume the reason 
for the propoal will be fully explain 
ed at the meeting. 

Junior Membership 

There are two additions in the sec- 
tion concerning Junior Membership. 
One, in referring to an applicant for 
Junior Membership, states “. . . who 
has completed satisfactorily at least 
one year of dairy project work 
The other addition spells out the fact 
that Junior Members are not entitled 
to voting, nominating or delegate 
rights — privileges that have not been 
extended juniors at any time.

Regular reproduction and a high 
level of production are essential to 
peak efficiency in the dairy cow. Our 
program recognizing cows that pro- 
duce over 100,000 Ibs. milk spotlights 
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the value of the high milk producer 
over a long period. 

Ihe Holstein breed leads all others 
in the number of cows with lifetime 
production of 100,000 Ibs. milk or 
more. In 1958, the all-time figure rose 
to 9,976 cows exceeding the 100,000 
lb. mark — an increase of 1,334 cows 
in one year. Of the grand total, 1043 
have produced more than 150,000 lbs. 
and 90 have surpassed the 200,000 
lb. mark. 


The lifetime leader for milk is 
Korndyke Beets Jannek Segis 2065418 
(VG) credited with 285,271 Ibs. milk 
and 10,231 Ibs. fat through January 
8, 1959. 

The leading lifetime producer of 
butterfat is Pansco Hazel 1817843 
(EX) with a lifetime total of 281,193 
Ibs. milk and 10,599 Ibs. fat. 

Herd Improvement Registry 

A slow but steady increase in the 
enrollment of cows and herds has 
characterized this division of the As- 
sociation’s official testing program for 
several years. In 1958, this trend con- 
tinued with an increase of 3,536 cows 
and 25 herds during the year. The 
totals at the end of the year, 86541 
cows and 2,237 herds, represented a 
new all-time high level of participa- 
tion in this program. 

Lactation average certificates were 
issued for 2,146 herds that had five or 
more lactation records completed dur- 
ing their herd test year. The 73,336 
lactations completed in 1958 by cows 
on official test averaged 13,281 pounds 
milk, 3.68% fat and 489 pounds fat, 
on a 305-day, 2X, Mature Equivalent 
basis. This is the highest average ever 
attained by our breed. 

The number of lactation averages 
computed represented an increase of 
66 over the previous year. There were 
874 herds with averages over 500 
pounds fat, 108 more than in 1957. 

The new program of publication of 
the higher HIR records in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World was inaugurated 
in 1958, and more than 4,500 lacta- 
tion records were published that were 
completed during the year. 


DHIA Acceptance Program 


This program, now three years old, 
expanded rouch more rapidly during 
1958 than during the first two years 
of its existence. The number of cows 
enrolled almost tripled during the 
year, expanding from 1443 to 4039. 
The number of herds enrolled in- 
creased from 42 to 107 during the 
year, an increase of 65. Some of 
these additional herds transferred 
from HIR, but the majority of them 
were new herds which had not pre- 
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viously participated in the Associa- 
tion’s official testing programs.

other states, interest and participation 
in the official acceptance of DHIA 
records can be expected to expand 
with it. 

A program is now being formulat- 
ed, through the Purebred Dairy Cat- 
tle Association, for the uniform § ac- 
ceptance and use of electronically cal- 
culated DHIA records by all of the 
dairy breed associations. This new 
program, to be known as Dairy Herd 
Improvement Registry (DHIR) test- 
ing, will not differ in any important 
way from this Association’s present 
program. Records accepted under this 
program will continue to be used in 
all our breed improvement programs 
and the 305-day records will be pub- 
lished in the Type and Production 
Year Book. 

Advanced Registry Testing 

Interest in Advanced Registry test- 
ing reached its modern peak in 1950 
when 266 herd owners had 3,286 cows 
on AR test. Since that time, participa- 
tion has slowly but steadily decreased. 
At the end of the year, 59 herd 
owners had 1,254 cows on AR test, 
a decrease of 18 owners and 300 cows 
since the beginning of the year. 

The number of Advanced Registry 
records completed in 1958 was 1,761 
—101 less than in 1957. This total in- 
cludes 483 Ten-Months records and 
1,278 Yearly records. Since a cow may 


qualify for both types of records in 
the same lactation there is some dup- 
lication of lactation records in these 
figures. 


The Advanced Registry Honor List 


This list is open to records made in 
the Advanced Registry Division, and 
is limited to the highest records in 
each age group and milking classifica- 
tion. In 1958, the publication of Ad 
vanced Registry records in the Asso 
ciation’s AR Reports in the Holstein 
Friesian World was limited to those 
records meeting Honor List require- 
ments. The separate publication of 
the AR Honor List has been discon- 
tinued. 

The 1958 list included 532 records, 
representing 30°% of the records com 
pleted during the year. The 28 first 
place records in the 1958 Honor List 
were distributed among 16 herd own- 
ers as follows:

Tardy Correspondence 

As the By-Laws now read the Association may defer 
action on applications from any person who fails to answer 
promptly all letters or inquiries from the Association— 
such action on applications may be deferred until “said 
letters or inquiries are fully answered.” The amendment 
to this section substitutes the words, “matters dealing with 
their relations with the Association” in place of “applica- 
tions.” This undoubtedly supplies the Association with a 
little more leverage when requesting information. 

Liability 

Other proposed additions are intended to protect offi- 
cers and employees of the Association from financial loss 
through law suits that may arise following action author- 
ized by the Board in compliance with the By-Laws. If our 
understanding of the Somewhat tortured legal phraseology 
is correct, others acting upon direction of the Board may 
indemnified by the suit. 
There are several strings to this proposal which seem to 
effectively the Association.

Imported Animals 

Since there has been no importation of registered 
Holsteins from any country except Canada in more than 
fifty years, Article IV, Section 10, dealing with registry of 
imported animals, has been considerably shortened. In 
proposed form it applies only to Canadian imports, with 
no change from present rules. 

Advanced Registry 

Article V, formerly headed “Advanced Registry,” is to 
be listed as “Programs” under another proposal. The sub- 
this section will be, “Advanced Registry,” 
“Herd Improvement Registry,” “DHIA,” “Herd Classifica- 
tion,” “Breeder Recognition,” and “Animal Recognition.” 

The proposal covers these various subjects more 
thoroughly than in the old Article V and brings definitions 
and wording up to date. 

A change under the section of “Advanced Registry” is 
perhaps significant. The section now reads that a system 
(Advanced Registry test) shall be maintained. The 
new wording inserts that a system may be maintained. In 
other words, the maintenance of Advanced Registry testing 
by the Association would no longer be compulsory.

This amendment arises from a problem that has long 
existed in Pennsylvania, particularly in the south-central 
section. Many Association members are not familiar with, 
or have long since forgotten the so-called “Harrisburg” 
association. This organization maintains a registry asso- 
ciation which has proven something of a pitfall for the 
uninitiated or unwary who sometimes buy “registered” 
Holsteins only to discover that the “registration” is not 
with The Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

Ihe intent of this amendment is to allow registration 
of these animals with the Association until January 1, 1961. 
This procedure has been followed in the past and contin- 
uing education of breeders in Pennsylvania may eventually 
do away with this problem. Proponents of the amendment, 
which we understand meets with general favor throughout 
Pennsylvania, assert that the advantages to the breed in 
reclaiming the “Harrisburg” animals far outweigh any 
possible disadvantages. Of course, registration is permitted 
only where there is not the slightest question of ancestry. 
All registrations and transfers are brought to date to insure 
an unbroken line. of registration 
mitted for registry.

Resolutions 

One resolution appears in the call. Presented by H. W. 
Cook of Delaware, it reads: 

“WHEREAS interest in naturally polled cattle is de- 
veloping in many sections of the country and in many 
breeds aided by the National Polled Cattle Club, and 
WHEREAS we want our Association to be a leader in all 
phases of the purebred Holstein business, THEREFORE 
BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Directors be urged 
to have a study made as to how best to recognize and 
designate naturally polled cattle of the Holstein breed and 
report to the next Annual Meeting of Delegates.” 

Perhaps there is developing interest in naturally polled 
cattle although in our experience we have not seen such 
evidence as yet. Previous resolutions of a similar nature on 
several occasions have failed to spark the interest of the 
delegates. 

Election 

Other business of the Convention will include the 
election of officers to succeed President Scott Meyer of 
Missouri and Vice-President Leon A. Piguet of New York. 
Directors whose terms expire at this time are A. J. Johnson, 
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lowa; Elsmer F. Berg, Wisconsin; John M. Stoffell, ‘Tennes- 
see; and M. J. Humphrey, Ohio. Each of these directors is 
eligible for reelection since none has served two full terms. 
Officers are elected for a term of one year each and 
directors for four years. 

Other Activities 

The facilities of the renowned Boys Town, “city of 
small men,” have been offered for several of the extra-cur- 
ricular activities. On Monday, June 1, the Nebraska Black 
& White Show will be held in the Boys Town Field House 
with an outdoor charcoal-broiled Omaha steak fry and 
entertainment to follow. 

Thursday, June 4, the National Convention Sale will 
also take place at Boys Town, which is only about a dozen 
miles from Omaha. The committees have arranged for 
transportation on Monday and Thursday for any who 
desire it. 

The ladies, too, will be afforded special entertain- 
ment. Their tour of the Joslyn Art Museum, Omaha Medi- 
cal Center, and a luncheon and Style Show will take place 
starting at 9:30 a. m. Tuesday, June 2d, from the Sheraton- 
Fontenelle Hotel, the convention headquarters. 

The Convention 

Tuesday at 10:00 a. m. marks the beginning of Open 
Forum when any Association member, delegate or not, has 
the privilege of entering into the discussion. At 11:30 a. m. 
a fellow Holstein breeder, C. G. Mortimer, will address the 
group on the subject, “A Businessman Views the Future of 
Dairying.” Mr. Mortimer, in addition to owning Westfall 
Farm at Montague, N. J., is the president of giant General 
Foods Corporation. 

In the afternoon the proposed amendments to the By- 
Laws and resolutions will be discussed. May we point out 
that this is the time to present your questions and com- 
ments concerning these proposals although final action is 
taken the following day when only delegates are permitted 
to participate and vote. Our Association is a membership 
organization and it is the duty as well as the privilege of 
members to understand the issues and take part in the 
decisions. 

Conventioneers will be on their own for the evening 
meal on Tueday and particular note is made that there 
are 670 Omaha Steakhouses in the city. Later a brief get- 
together will be held, followed by Delegate Caucuses. 

Wednesday at 10:00 a. m. the Convention proper con- 
venes with President Scott Meyer occupying the chair. The 
Call of the Convention appears elsewhere in this issue. 

The climax of the meetings occurs when the Annual 
Banquet is held at 7:00 p. m. Wednesday in the Ball Room 
of the headquarters hotel, with entertainment and dancing 
later. 

Reservations 

Early reservations in Omaha are very desirable to assist 
local committees and hotels in taking the best possible 
care of Convention visitors, 

Undoubtedly there will be Convention promotion for 
the years already committed — 1960, Syracuse; 1961, Cleve- 
land; and 1962, Roanoke.

Holstein Demand Continues Strong 


The Holstein market during the first quarter of 1959 
continued the strength that was evident throughout 1958. 

Our preliminary figure on 47 sales and covering 2645 
head, is an average of $450.73. Similar preliminary figures 
for the first quarter of 1958 covered 2041 head with an 
average of $416.52. 

This is a gain of $34 per head or about 8.2°%, over one 
of the good years in the history of the Holstein market. It 
is $127 or almost 40% above the figure for the first quarter 
of 1957. This $450 figure for the current first quarter has 
been exceeded only three times in the history of Holstein 
auction sales, these being 1949, and the Korean War years 
of 1951 and 1952. 

Dairymen have quickly analyzed the situation relative 
to their place in an agriculture that is predicted to have a 
$1 billion reduction in income in 1959. Dairymen recognize 
their advantage when feed costs are lowered which it is 
predicted will be the case. 

Meanwhile dairymen continue to strengthen their pro- 
ductive equipment — their herds — both in larger herd 
sizes and in better cows. Beef prices are well maintained 
which always helps make culling of herds easier to take — 
and this market always points the way to Holsteins, because 
of their exceptional salvage value when producing days 
come to an end. It is worth noting that U.S. dairy cattle 
population declined 600,000 head in 1958 — but better 
cows and better care maintained total volume and that is 
the only answer. 


We didn’t intend to extend this little market report 
into a sermon on Holsteins, but perhaps it is timely as a 
reminder of the basic strength of the Holstein market. 
There will be some fine buying opportunities ahead. 


International Announces Plans 


We call attention to the announcement in this issue 
of plans for the 1959 International Dairy Show. The pre- 
vious October dates, in circuit the week following Waterloo, 
were fine for dairy cattle exhibitors and every International 
Show was a great artistic success. 

However, the season was too busy to permit satisfactory 
attendance of Mid-West farmers and the underwriters, 
principally Mr. William Wood Prince who has picked up 
the tab for six years, can be excused for insisting on a dif- 
ferent arrangement. 

The 60-year old International Livestock Exposition 
draws attendance of 400,000, and with the addition of a 
Dairy Show through this merger, could well draw sub- 
stantially more people. We wish it every success. Manager 
Bill Ogilvie is himself a Holstein breeder, so dairy cattle 
exhibitors will always have a friend in court. 

It may take dairy cattle breeders a little time to get 
acclimated and accustomed to a season of this length, but 
if the merger proves satisfactory it can undoubtedly be 
done. Canadian breeders point their greatest show ring ef- 
forts to the Royal Winter Fair which comes only two weeks 
earlier than the new International Dairy Show and the 
Royal may be a beneficiary from this added circuit pos- 
sibility. 

So far as the All-American is concerned, we will of 
course have to include the International at its new date 
and adjust our schedule to the lengthened season. It will 
bring the final announcement of nominations and A-A 
awards later than we like, but our program is necessarily 
flexible to meet the needs of changing situations.

Her project also provided a spring- 
board to better record keeping, pas- 
ture improvement, production testing 
and other improved practices on the 
family’s 100 acre dairy farm. 

There were only grade Holsteins 
on the place when Mary Ann, then 
10 years old, talked a neighbor into 
letting her raise a registered bull calf 
on shares. 

With her half of the proceeds, she 
bought a registered Holstein heifer 
which developed into an outstanding 
producer and eventually became the 
foundation brood cow of the present 
herd. 

Along the way, Mary Ann had her 
share of disappointments — including 
the year that “hardware trouble” and 
milk fever eliminated both of her 
show cows from state fair competi- 
tion. 

Despite such temporary setbacks, 
her determination to own a registered 
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Holstein herd eventually added up to 
what Green County Agent Myron E. 
Jeglum calls “the most outstanding 
dairy project in my 30 year’s exper- 
ience.” 

Mary Ann's career in the show ring 
started when the “half interest” bull 
calf twisted out of her inexperienced 
grip and went sprawling in the tan- 
bark.

Long Look Ahead 

This issue of the World bears ample 
testimony to the fact that the entire 
Registered Holstein industry is look- 
ing ahead to Omaha and the 74th An- 
nual Convention, June | through 4. 

Committees of the Nebraska Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association have the sit- 
uation well in hand and there is every 
reason to believe that this year’s Con 
vention will be a memorable one. 

Meanwhile, it is of more than pass- 
ing interest to note that plans are 
already forming for several future 
Conventions. 

Next year will mark the Associa- 
tion’s 75th anniversary and it is fit- 
ting that the Convention will return 
to New York — the state where the 
first Convention was held. Syracuse 
will be the Convention city. 

In 1961, the Convention will be 
held in Cleveland, Ohio. In 1962, 
Roanoke, Virginia — warmly remem- 
bered by members who attended the 
1952 Convention — will again be host 
city. 

Recently, considerable interest has 
been expressed in holding the 1964 
Convention in the Washington, D. C. 
area. 

To date, no state organization has 
extended an invitation for the event 
in 1963. 

Blood Typing 

Getting back to 1959 brings us to 
mention of the blood typing exhibit 
which the University of Wisconsin is 
senerously loaning the Association for 
use at Omaha. 

In recent years blood typing has 
provided an extremely valuable tool 
in maintaining the pin-point accuracy 
so vital to breed progress. 

The exhibit at Convention head- 
quarters is designed to give Holstein 
breeders a close-up of the program’s 
workings and scientific aspects. 

If you're planning to attend the 
Omaha Convention — and you really 
should do just that — make a point 
of visiting this important display and 
of discussing with either Mr. Nelson 
or Dr. Thoele of the Association staff 
the significance of this program to the 
breed. 

SMT Progress 

Daughter-dam type comparisons, 
along with the resulting automatic 
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recognition of Silver Medal Type 


Sires, are now a regular part of the 
\ssociation operation. 

Comparisons have been calculated 
on bulls with registration numbers 
over 900,000 which had 10 or more 
classified daughters from 10 or more 
classified dams (10 or more pairs) at 
the close of 1958. 

All told, 2,724 bulls were included in 
this first run — including 228 that had 
already been designated Silver Medal 
[ype Sires. 

Of the remainder, 209 qualified for 
the recognition under the new system. 
Since 65 of them were already Silver 
Medal Production Sires, they auto- 
matically qualified for Gold Medal 
recognition. 

This first series, of course, repre- 
large number of bulls on 
which Silver Medal Type Sire applica- 
tions had never been filed.

The potential for further expan- 
sion, however, is little short of tre- 
mendous. Your cooperation is needed 
in getting the facts on Junior Mem- 
bership into the hands of Holstein- 
minded 4-H’ers and Vo-Ag students.

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INTANGIBLES (from page 19) 
the dams and daughters, just how 
TANGIBLE are the results in terms 
of discovering good bulls? 

As a living example of the part en- 
vironment plays in all our records — 
while attending the National Conven- 
tion in Wisconsin a few years ago the 
author, in company with 15 or 20 
other visitors, was being shown a herd 
by one of the owner-managers of a 
well known Wisconsin establishment. 
\ thumb-nail sketch of the breeding 
of each animal, together with her 
Classification score and record, was 
given on each cow as we came to her. 
\fter quoting a Score of 89 or 90 
points and a record of over 1100-lbs. 
fat on one cow our guide told us he 
had purchased that particular cow in 
the northern part of the state a few 
years before as an “unprofitable” cow. 
Think for a moment of a few of the 
important aspects of this example — 
here was a “great cow” in any man’s 
herd that had demonstrated that she 
was unable to cope with the environ- 
ment in her northern Wisconsin home 
where she undoubtedly was a factor 
in lowering her sire’s “daughter-dam” 
comparison—yet, when placed under 
the expert care and management (en- 
vironment) of her new owners her 
“Dairy Inheritance” allowed her to 
come through with a very good rec- 
ord. Think what this record must 
have done to her sire’s “daughter- 
dam” comparison. Still more signifi- 
cant is the fact that this cow, pur- 
chased for the purpose of making a 
high record, was selected on the 
strength of her correct TYPE and in 
spite of her low record. This man 
demonstrated to us in this example 
that while the size of a cow's record 
is greatly affected by Environment, 
environment had comparatively little 
effect on TYPE. As an Expert on 
cows and TYPE this man knew he 
was purchasing a potential high rec- 
ord cow and proved his point. 

Every time you and I, as breeders, 
get a new Type & Production Book 
or phamplet containing recent 
Daughter-Dam’ comparisons we scan 
down through these “Tangible’ fig- 
ures making mental notes of the bulls 
and breeding that show PLUS results 
and also note the MINUS bulls. No 
matter how large or small the margin 
is either way we kind of separate the 
‘sheep from the goats’ on that basis. 
How many of us ever stopped to 
think that it is possible for a bull to 
sire, say a group of daughters that 
average 87 points and 600-lbs. fat at 
the end of their 3d lactation out of

I am quite sure our office force 
might object to going to the trouble

If a man has good luck 
being able to cut his hay at the proper 
stage and get it up without rain, and 
has a good pasture and crop year, his 
cows are going to reflect this in their 
production. Other years most of his 
hay gets wet etc. and his production 
drops. To counteract-this natural en- 
vironmental advantage or disadvan- 
tage affecting a daughter-dam com- 
parison some authorities contend that 
the daughter’s records should be com- 
pared to the dam’s records made in 
the same year. Theoretically such a 
comparison sound BUT 
to carry this out you would have to 
revert back to the use of ‘Mature 
Equivalents’ and M.E. is based on 
AVERAGES, which, when applied of- 
ten greatly cloud the picture. For ex- 
ample, suppose you have an equal 
pair ef “daughter and dam” and they 
both matured (made their highest 
production and type Classification 
score) at 3 years. Environment 
MIGHT give the daughter as much 
as a 50-lb. advantage or disadvantage 
over her dam at the same age BUT 
if the daughter made 600-lbs. fat 
(which really is her mature produc- 
tion) and you correct this to ME by 
multiplying 600 by say 1.2 you would 
project her M.E. records to 720-lbs.— 
if the dam matured and made her top 
record of 600-Ibs. fat at 3 years she 
would be doing well to make 500-Ibs.

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GP on udder the breeder can’t un- 
derstand it. If the Inspector is satis- 


fied that the udder, as he sees it, isn’t 
a true picture he may raise his esti- 
mate for Mammary a point or two. 
He may be quite satisfied that IF it 
were possible for him to re-check that 
udder at milking time he could give 
her the VG she might deserve but since 
that is usually impossible a point or 
two raise is all he can possibly do and 
the owner, looking at his cow through 
the eyes of the Inspector, almost al- 
ways will agree that “as the cow 
stands” the Inspector is right on his 
original estimate. However if that 
point or two short of VG on mam- 
mary made the difference of GP or 
VG on the cow, visitors of the herd 
for the next two years will criticize 
that Inspector for missing that VG 
cow 

Most mature cows stay pretty much 
in character—that is—a GP cow stays 
that way at all stages of her lacta- 
tion. However once in a while a GP 
cow will be VG two months out of the 
year and for a week or ten days might 
even go Excellent if the Inspector 
happened to catch her right, or if 
the breeder had a ‘Special’ for that 
particular cow at that time. An In- 
spector has no way of knowing this 
but he sometimes gets credit for a 
blunder. 


Of course the big problem comes in 
the Classification of immature ani- 
mals. We learned in the very first few 
years the folly of making a 2 yr-old 
Excellent because they almost always 
turned out to be anything but that 
even a couple of years later. While the 
same thing is largely true of 3 yr-olds, 
when an Inspector finds a 3 yr-old 
with the balance and points that add 
up to Excellent on his little card he 
has to give it to her even though 
experience has taught him that she 
will doubtless turn out to be any- 
thing but Excellent even as a 6 yr-old. 
On the other hand when he finds a 
3 yr-old that experience has taught 
him has every chance of developing 
into a high Very Good or Excellent 
cow at 8 or 9 years of age, all he can 
possibly do is try and impress the 
owner with the fact that she has the 
makings of a great cow although all 
he can add up on his little card is 84 
points which just isn’t too impressive. 
What usually happens is that the 
breeder puts the sire of the Excellent 
3 yr-old into heavy service, uses one of 
her sons as junior herd sire—and dis- 
cards the other bull.

Many of you reading these lines are 
in Nebraska attending our 1959 Na- 
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tional Convention. We welcome you 
here and hope you are having a pleas- 
ant, profitable week. Conventions also 
have their Tangible and Intangible fac- 
tors with often the intangible, as in 
cows, proving to be the most import- 
ant part. Too often about all we do in 
a Tangible way at a Convention is 
elect our officers, correct the wording 
of our by-laws, and tell ourselves of 
our progress. We spend thousands of 
dollars each year advertising in 
Hoard’s Dairymen and other farm 
papers the virtues of our breed. We 
picture the Holstein Cow as a big, 
strong, healthy, long-lived cow -—- 
good for many years of profitable pro- 
duction and mention the high salvage 
value at the end of her career. We 
project the “Holstein Cow of 1970” to 
be a cow that will AVERAGE 8 to 10 
lactations of profitable production . . . 
and what are we doing to make this 
“dream” come true? How can we ex- 
pect breeders to develop the kind of 
a cow that is Excellent and at het 
highest point of production at 8 or 9 
vears of age when we continue to dis- 
criminate against such an animal in 
the Show Ring in the first 5 of the 7 
female classes . . . when we make the 
short lived—early maturing cow Ex- 
cellent at 3 years and leave such a 
cow Good Plus at that age? How can 
we keep the sires of such cows from 
being sent to the butcher when our 
Tangible “daughter-dam” compari- 
sons give a “stacked deck” to the sire 
of early maturing animals? 


Now, maybe I am all wrong in this 
matter. I have lots of good friends 
breeding “early-maturing” cattle that 
are perfectly satisfied with them. They 
re having lots of fun and are making 
a barrel of money breeding this kind 
of cattle and taking full advantage of 
our present TANGIBLE Factors. A 
really good operator can have a lot of 
fun showing his early maturing calves 
ind heifers. Also his high classifying 
young cows not only win for him in 
the Show Ring but are fast starters 
and help him to maintain his 500 or 
600-lbs. fat herd-average. If he is smart 
enough to sell quite a few of his 
high scoring Very Good and Excellent 
cows while they are at their “top” he 
can count on $1000.00 or more apiece 
for them and if he keeps a few of 
these top animals past their top form 
he has another daughter and_per- 
haps a couple of high priced bull 
calves to sell. Even if he has to sell 
the “old cow” to the butcher to keep 
up the “mouth watering” quality of 
his herd she still brings him in $250 
or $300 at present beef prices. Couple

“Thus was one of the scrubbiest of 
the scrub bulls presented to the Burl- 
ington Dairy Sire Train which has 
just finished its 18-day tour of Ne- 
braska,” says the World of November 
15, 1924. 

The Burlington Dairy Sire Train in 
October of 1924 covered 1700 miles of 
Nebraska territory, making thirty-one 
stops, where more than 70,000 people 
observed the dairy demonstrations 
during the 18-day tour. 

Perhaps the only project of its kind 
ever attempted, the special train car-

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ried purebred cows for demonstra- 
tions plus 31 purebred sires which 
were exchanged for scrub bulls at 
designated stops. Twenty-seven of the 
bulls were Holstein, two were Jerseys, 
one was Guernsey and one Ayrshire. 

An editorial in that 1924 World 
reads: 

“At each of the thirty-one stops 2 
pure bred sire was given away in 
exchange for a scrub bull. These pure- 
bred sires were given away by the 
loyal Nebraska breeders, in every case 
with registry and transfer papers and 
an extended pedigree free of cost to 
the scrub owner. 

“In one town of less than three 
inhabitants, but located in 
a county rich in dairying possibili- 
ties, more than four thousand people 
passed through the train and it is 
estimated that at least two thousand 
more were present but unable to act- 
ually get inside the train during the 
day. The average attendance at thirty- 
one meetings was over 2,000, regard- 
less of weather.

“The success of the project was due 
to the earnest cooperation of all the 
contributing agencies which included 
Burlington railroad, the State Ag- 
ricultural College, the Nebraska Dairy 
Development Society, the Nebraska 
Breed Associations and the Exten- 
sion Service of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America - 


What a tremendous undertaking 
this 1924 project was! Not only did 
thirty-one breeders supply the bulls 
free of charge, but the tour took 18 
days, with personnel to handle the 
demonstrations at each stop, care for 
the cattle, and attend to other details. 
At many of the places visited, the 
local dairymen, young and old, pro- 
vided banquets, lunches, dances, par- 
ades, and dairy shows which made 
the tour a triumphal procession across 
the state. 


E. W (Pop) Frost, manager of 
Woodlawn Dairy at Lincoln, was pres- 
ident of the Nebraska Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association at that time and was 
the “hardest working breeder in the 
state on the Dairy Sire Special.”

Because of the fee change Novem- 
ber 1, 1958, a tremendous volume of 
registry applications for older animals 
was received bv our Brattleboro office. 
These applications for registry of old- 
er animals call for a higher fee. A 
combination of this higher fee and 
extra volume due to breeder anticipa- 
tion of the fee change was responsible 
for over $100,000.00 registration fee 
income in excess of the normal year’s 
expectation. Had it not been for this 
‘windfall” our 1958 operations would 
have shown a loss rather than a final 
$47,000.00 net income. 

Continued Association growth has 
brought about an imperative need for 
more office space. Our building must 
be added to in the very near future. 
To be prepared for some of the cost, 
your Board of Directors, on recom- 
nendation of the Finance Committee, 
uthorized transfer of essentially all 
the 1958 net income to a reserve for 
building expansion. This action pro 
vides a $47,000.00 start towards funds 
for this purpose. 

[he incoming dollar volume of the 
Association has grown 25% (from 
$1,090,000.00 to $1,363,000.00) since 
1955. During this same period, estab- 
lished reserve funds have been un- 
changed except for fluctuations in the 
market value of investments. Your 
Finance Committee felt that inflation 
has depreciated the value of dollars 
in our Reserve Fund to a point where 
the prudent course was to take action. 
The Finance Committee therefore rec- 
ommended and your Board of Direc- 
tors approved that interest on Reserve 
Fund investments, amounting to 
about $22,000.00 in 1958 be retained 
in and added to the Reserve Fund 

At the present time, an estimate of 
1959 financial results is difficult. In- 
dications are that any additional in- 
come due to the fee change will be 
moderate. Benefits for membership

It stands Ist in Class among herds in New York State, and is 
exceeded by only three other herds in the State regardless of 


size. 


It is one of only 81 herds in the Nation, regardless of size, to 
exceed 600 fat, of the 2,146 herds with 5 or more lactation 
records completed, in 1958. (percentagewise, 3.8% of all herds 


r 


on HIR exceeded 600 fat in 1958.) 


It is one of 261 herds (approximately 12°, of all herds on HIR) 
to exceed 15,000 milk. No figures are given for herds over 
16,000 milk, but of the top 60 herds for fat in the Nation 
only 42 were above 16,000 milk.

In 1949, when my herd was started on HIR, and in laying 
long-range plans for the herd, I decided maximum milk income 
could be derived from a high volume of 3.7% milk. Therefore, 
my efforts have been directed towards a 3.7% herd with a 
high milk yield, and my breeding program planned accord- 
ingly. 


The daughters of Pride and Monarch have successfully filled 
the places of the Nuways who so long carried the load. Many 
of these daughters are just coming into their prime—others 
have already crossed the 100,000 lb. mark. Yet the heifer sheds 
contain many younger daughters as well as young Pilots and 
Schoolmasters. Many of them have a potential to exceed the 
figures of the above average. In the meantime, the herd is
